John Arnold Lilly, an uu.lor grad- 
uate of Claro CullL'^n-, CuinbnJgo, 
and son of a Dovonshiro clerpyinnu, 
Las been brought before the Exetur 
iniigistratcs.uliar^'ed with Btenliiig a 
niit<ti-et uf ■>ulil,ii Hpanish coia luid 
other specimens fi'um the Albeit Mom- 
oriaLiUuseuiu. beveral \vitupsses wero 
oxamined,untl the pi-isoii^rth'eu pload- 
oiiguiityi' Tbo Bench fieutouced him 
to Hix inonths' hard labour, and the 
Mayor axpressod regret that t hey could 
nol gtvo iiiiu laore, as he liad east 
auspiciou ou lho nuisoum otHciala. 

Sir Sinieoa Stuurt, Buifc., haring 
boen declared a b.^ul£rupt, ho handed 
in the following romarkahio inventory 
of his pooBsessions, vii',. : — A railNV»y 
rug, ranch worn, set of onyx studs, pen- 
cil case, pair of opera t'laases (which 
wore aseleB3,becauao thej were out of 
order),puir of gaiters which wore worn 
out, half hundred pin cartridges, a gun 
cleaner and carlridgo extractor, a lish- 
lug rod.ailvoi- watch, three pair wosted 
stockings, and a laaleru. The bank- 
rupt's eouusel said he believed the 
whole "estate" had been given up. 
He thought the value was about £1. 
The "Telegraph" tliiiiks that thii 
utl'air will be a bort of eitiuguishtr 
abroad for tho reputation lor wealth 
which Engliahnien oujoyod on tho 
coatineat during the generation that 
succeeded Waterloo. 

An action has come befuro Sir l\. 
Phillimoro.institoUHl on behalf of the 
liov. John Durst, of St. Margaret's 
church, King's Ijynn.againBt Mr. Mar- 
sters, merchant,* churchwarden and 
parishioner of the said church. A 
wooden cross had been placed on a 
table behind tho cominunion table, 
and Mr. Marstors.considrnug such an 
ornament was illegal, entered the 
cJiiirch without the authority of tho 
incumbent and removed the cross from 
its position and out of tlie church. 
FroceedmiiS were thortd'ore lustiiuted. 
Tho learned judge decided that as tho 
cross could not be cuoHidered m i.\c- 
cordance with tho plea of tlie defend- 
ant as on article wbich was used at the 
performance of divine service, such 
erection was not illegal. The defend- 
ant had also submitted that hu acted 
illegally in removing tho ornament. 
Thei crosu would, therdfore,be returned 
to its former position. 

At the Birmingham Police Court 
a telegraph messenger boy named Er- 
nest Lynall was lined £5, and sent in 
default for two monllis' inj2)iisonniout 
for neglecting to deliver a telegram 
which had been given him to carry 
into tho suburbs of the town. Tho 
night being dark he had thrown the 
mes.siig(! away to save himself the 
trouble of delivery. 

At Preston, two voluntoora, mem- 
berH of tue local Artillery corps, were 
charged under the Volunteer Act, 
18G3, with having failed to attend tho 
annual iuspectiou of the; cor[).s, which 
took place on Saturday the 21bt of 
July hut, without nssigning any rea-son 
for absence, whereby tlie coips had 
lost tho capitation giant of ;i(Js. in 
each case. Maysworlh denied hi.s 
knowledge of the law, and Standon 
pleaded guilty. Captain Paley siul 
it was a voluiiLeei'a duty lo make luni- 
solf acipiainteil witU the law. llays- 
wortli's case was adjourned for a week 
for tho production of evidence tosbow 
that he was aware of tbe law; and 
Btandon was ordered to pay tbe line 
of 30s. with costs.

Vali'e or Iio\D-uu.sT. -During tho dry 
season uf late suiuiuer, evury country 
re.HideuL should secniro several barrels 
of road dust. It is win-th many times 
its cost an absorbent. TIioho who keej) 
poultry laay secure by its use a valua- 
ble fertilizer, nearly as strong as gua- 
no, with none of its disagreeable odor. 
Place an inch or two of ruad dust in 
the bottom of the barrel: then, as the 
poultry house is regularly cleaned, 
deposit a layer an inch thick of tiie 
cleanings, and so on alternately layers 
of each till the barrel is full. The 
thinner each layer is the luoro perfect 
will bo the intermixture of the in- 
gredients. I"f the soil of which the 
road dust is made is clayey, tbe layers 
of each may be of etjual thickness; if 
sandy, the dust should be at least twice 
as thick as the layer of droppings. 
Old barrels of any kind may be useil 
for this purpose; but if previously soak- 
ed with crude petroleum or coated 
with gas tar, they will last many years. 
If the contents are pounded on a floor 
into fine powder before a[)[)lying, tbe 
fertilizer may bo sown from a drill. 
Road-dust is one of the most perfect 
deodorizers of vaults — converting their 
contents also into rich manure. Place 
a barrel or bo.v of it in the closet, with 
a small dipjjer, and, throw down a 
pint into the vault each tinio it is oc- 
cujjied, anil there will bo no olViMisive 
odor whatever. This is simpler, cbea- 
por aod better than a water-closet, and 
never freezes or get.-j out of order. Mix- 
ing- tho roiul dust with an equal bulk 
of coal ashes is an improvement, ma 
kiuu the fertilizer more friable. 
— 'Country Gentleman.'

Oui' New Gold Fields. 



Any doubt that had been previously 
entertained of the extent and richnesH 
of our now gold fields must haVe van- 
ished before the excellent ohnraoter of 
Ibo rows that reached us at the close 
of the season. It is said that the 
number of miners who passed the 
flumcuer in the diggings was tibont 
900. Some 100 of thia'nuuibor pass- 
ed tbo entire season in exploring; the 
most fortunate were not enabled to do 
a:iy active mining before the first 
of July ; and many did not discover 
auythiug worthy their attention til) 
Ssptembcr. The soasou clobod, us 
C.isBiar sonsous must always cloao, 
a lOut tbo Ist of Octol er. Wo sot the 
number of miners actually washing 
gold at 800, and allow each miner two 
months and a half in which to mine. 
T.je estimated Cassiar gold crop of 
list season is $1,000,000. Wo thero- 
f jre haro an average sum of $1300 to 
eich man. There were instances where 
tie individual share was much larger; 
bat the average yield will be found to 
bs about what we have stated it. A 
remarkable fact connected with these 
diiCginga is that Cassiar has produced 
no "broken" men. Every miner bad a 
little. This fact demonstrates that 
the precious ore is well distributed 
and that the fields was what miners have 
spent seventeen years in proBpoctin«: 
for — "poor man's diggings" — requir- 
ing a small capital to open and yield- 
ing a respectable return for the calls 
made upon them. Cariboo dazzled 
the world with the magnificence of her 
deposits. Men abroad raad in their 
journals of minors on William Creek 
who washed $5000 from a single pun 
of dirt; of gamblers who staked §10,- 
000 on a single card with the sang- 
froid of a millionaire; of miners who 
broke windows with handfuls of i^'M 
pieces and invited the sufferer to pay 
himself for the damage done by keep- 
ing the coin; of poor men who became 
ftH rich in a single month aa if they 
had been the possessora of Al&ddin'n 
lamp. These reports were true. They 
were not exaggerated. But Cari- 
boo proved a lottery in which there 
were jnany blanks. Fifty to one bun 
drod men became enormously wsalthy 
ill a few monthM; ono or two thousand 
otber.s did moderately well; the ro- 
niaindor of gold miners who rusbod to 
the spot made nothing. And Lberoad.s 
werc! lined and the cities tilled with 
men out of work aad uiou«jr, followed 1>y 
ft itoniruoic;inl panic that involved all but 
:i buker'a do/.in of business bouses in ruin, 
Oastiar has been more diBcritninating in 
the award of her gifts. She lias given 
with a generous hand; but she has spread 
it e/enly over tbe district. Of the man,v 
who wont to wor.ship at her islirine, few 
rotnrued (lisnppointcd and noiui hat iu 
tentl rclnrniiig in the gpi itij,'. N't xt Bf A-

Review ot Fabllo Affairs. 

Halifax, Nov. 1. — The Temperance 

Halll was crowtlod this oveninc to 
licai- llio Promior on Public Atlair.s. 
The Mayor presided, and many citi- 
zens occupied seats on tho pliitform. 

Mr. Mackenzie prefaced his remarks 
by expressing tbo pleasure he felt at 
iiieotiiifi: so many Nova Scotians. In 
lliQ fight cairied ou soiuo j'onia ni^o 
for consLituLional riefht.s and iirivilo"'- 
es, Nova Scotia had boruo a foioino.sl 
part, and did much through her pub- 
lic men to secure them. He hoped 
tho days woro not past when Nova 
Sootia'B sons would distinguish tbera- 
.solves, for ulthougli Koine iimigined 
tlioro was liUlo or unfiling Lo do, be 
himself Lhouglit !j;r<:iii oveiiLs woro yet 
boforo us. liid'orius wore yet to bo 
(loliievod by all tlio Piovinccs. He 
would not notice the attiicks made on 
him, nor wotiM lio do auL,'lit else than 
aUudo to matters of geuerul interest. 
Ll was. a good thing for public men to 
meet their constituents every now and 
then, and it, was e.siiecially tho part of 
the leader of tbo Governmout to make 
himself acijuiiiuted \vit!i tho difl'eri. nt 
parts of tho country and see that no 
section Buffered from maliidiuinistra- 
tion. Nothing should ever prevent 
him from doing ample jiistico to every 
pait of tho country. A fear had been 
expressed that as tho larp;er provinces 
grew in power and iutiuonce they 
would be apt to do things which would 

Erove distasteful to the smaller, but 
e inclined to the belief that the op 
poeite would bo tho case, and that 
greatness would boget generoua deal- 
ing. At all eveuts, witli biiii, tho rule 
of political lifo vvould bo aa it had 
been — justice to every seelioii, and no 
nioro tluiu jiLstico to each. There 
were of course ditriciillics in tlio way 
of yovoniiiig Hiioli a vast country as 
tho Duuiiiiioii of Canada, where differ- 
ent races aud creeds, and languages 
CO exist, but the Government looked 
to tlu! patriotism of the pe-oplo lo a.s- 
sisl tlioiii to ovorcoiuc all these 
obstacles. He roforro.l at louyth to 
the causes of tlu; doprcs.sioii of trade, 
which he iiscri'ljed lo overproductiiju 
in a great inuasurc. It was as absurd 
to blame the (iovermnent for this as 
to praise them for the good cro[iK. I-le 
jioinfed to the I'liited Stales and 
Germany, where tho depression is even 
greater. We could not expect ever to 
liavo an uncheked course of prosperity 
when eiiteriiio- on oiiteriirisos currying 
tliL-ir own biird'jii.s with thetu. He 
also spuke on lljo (Tovornmcnt's r.-iil- 
way policy ,iiiiif declared tliiit all the 
rosuurses of tho British Emjiiro coulil 
uot build the Canada Pacitic in ten 
years, as had been agreed on by the 
lato Cabinet. The system of the 
ulilizatioii of ilu- gix-at w,it(!r sIretclieB 
wascalculated to proinoto iniuiigration 
to the North-west, aud ho poiuted out 
that th« iinmigratiou policy now in 
force was a inu.st liberal one. As for 
dissatisfaction in British Columbia, he 
lioped it would yield lo the common 
seiisG view of afi'aivs. At prosf.-iit the 
people thero wanted the roud built 
lirsl, and surveyed nftorwardK. But 
tiu! siirvoyorH had not yet been able 
to locate the railway ai-ross the inoiiii 
lain.s. Ilu chjiraclerized the c',iar;:o of 
(lislciyalty so me lime -> 1 iroiiglii iiLjaiasl 
Hefoijiicrs a simply absiird, and i e- 
vu-wed v.Trious ni-'iibiires of iiiijjort.aiice 
iMi 1 led thoiigli by the Governnient, 
alliidine; p:irticularl_v to the loan ofl'ect- 
od liy Mr. Cart wriylit , which he do- 
claicd to be a snci'i-ssiLil linaiicial 
o[)oratioii. H e f,ii liior ll w.j|| on t he 
ncco-^.-ity of (--.!aiiliKliiii_j ;i sy.5leni of 
slali.stit:s lor tlio domiiiioii,oii the trail 
letter, aud on the prob.al)lo cdVects of 
h'.n;,; land legislation on f'aiiadiiin ship- 
jiiiig.
